Thus, It Is possible to remove either 
one, or if desired, both of the long distractors 1320 and 1322. The dual outer 
sleeve 1310 of apparatus 1350 has been described above for Inserting two 
implants each having at least one flat side, may also, as shown in FIGS. 36-39. 
and 42, have extended portions 138Q and 1382 f or intradiscal insertion which are 
capable of producing distraction as well as kyphosis or lordosis as previously 
described with such extensions extending In line with the lateral walls of the 
cylindrical tubes.

Extended portions 1380 and 1382 have 
a height that is greater at a point near foot plate 1360 and decreases in the 
direction away from foot plate 1360. Extended portions 1380 and 1382 are 
similar in shape and function to extended portions 920 and 922. 1220 and 1222. 
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As such, extended portions 1380 and 1382 can be inserted between adjacent 
vertebrae to serve as intervertebral distractors , and can be used with or Instead 
of the long distractors 1320 and 1322 .-. 
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
